Here's Lawn Care Lowdown! 



If your lawn needs a "shot in the 
arm," renovating will do the trick, 
says W. B. Nelson, Jr., landscape 
specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois. 

Nelson advises renovating; or re- 
juvenating, lawns in August Tuid 
seeding them in September. The 
fall growth, plus next spring's 
growth, produces a sod that resists 
crabgrass and other weeds. 

To renovate, follow these steps: 

1. Kill the weeds first. The 
type and quantity of weed killer to 
use depends on ' the weeds. For 



hjoadleaf weeds, use 2, 4-D or 
2, 4, 5-T. 

2. Apply fertilizer and grub- 
proofing materials 10 days after 
the last treatment with weed killers. 
Also apply lime if the soil is acid. 

3. Mow closely, and rake. 

4. Smooth the lawn and fill in 
low places with fine topsoil. 

5. Seed with a mixture that's 
adapted to your soil and area. Use 
half the rate recommended for a 
new lawn. 

8: Roll after seeding to smooth 
the surface and firm the seed into 
the soil. 

7. Water Immediately after roll- 



ing. Moisten only the upper inch 
of soil, When the soil Is .dry, water 
once a day for two weeks. Then 
water lesa often, but use more water. 

8. Mow when the old grass 
reaches a height of, 2% inches, re- 
gardless of the height of the new 
grass.

This means that troops now on duty should get on the job of 
soldiering . . . put the recruiters back in harness, corral the many 
Army publicists in radio and TV unitsj trim down the base news- 
paper staffs. 

Too many in our armed forces are nothing more than civilians 
in uniform.' ,jj , .'■ 

This move alone wquld go a long way toward filling our service

■ Across the pond too many soldiers are enmeshed in a happy 

round of schools, clubs, safaris, junkets, sports car races and other 

so-cOlled morale functions. 

It's no^secret that there are at least 750,000 non-military 
Americans in the Greater European Theatre at any given time - 
wives, children, visitors, salesmen, technicians, camp followers . . . 
who would demand and receive help should Nikita blow the whistle. 

We don't feel that a soldier with the. serious business of pre- 
paration at hand can be a top soldier, a first-rate husband and 
father at the same time ... not with the conflicting demands and 
pressures from all sides. 

Gen. MacArthur wrapped it all up frankly and neatly in a 
short chbt before a few officers set to embark for New Guinea in 
the summer of 1942: "You're soldiers first . . . husbands, sons, 
sweethearts, fathers, second. 

Mothers, fathers, sons, daughters, wives and sweethearts may 
not agree. But that's the way it's always been and the way it's 
always gotta be for soldiers in time of stress'. 

We had a tough time air transporting and supplying two full 
divisions of only 30,000 men to Puerto Rico for Operation Big Pine 
1959. That was only 30,000. We've' got 750,000 dependents 



in 

scattered throughout Europe. 

And if anvpne thinks Uncle Sam wouldn't make every effort 
to transport throe people to safety as the Number 1 priority even 
at the sacrifice of the needs of the Armed Forces, he just doesn't 
understand the basic thinking of our system; 

Yes, President Kennedy could have gone a long way toward 
solving part of our immediate manpower problem by freeing our 
Armed personnel from many of the non-military burdens with which 
they are now saddled and by trimming down the horde of fringe 
personnel which surrounds every base. 

It wouldn't have been politic and sounds of anguish would have 
resounded throughout the land as they did last year when President 
Eisenhower ordered dependents home. 

But it would have been a sound move frpm the standpoint of 
military preparedness . . . and that seems to be our present goal.

With Fish 

"Persons planning to apply for 
fingerlings this year should mail 
their fish stocking applications im- 
mediately," William T. Lodge, di- 
rector of the Illinois Department of 
Conservation,, said this week. 

Applications should be mailed to 
the area fishery biologist. The re- 
quirements ore as follows: 

(1) There must be no fish of 
any kind already in pond or lake. 

(2) Pond or lake must be at least 
half an acre or more in size. 

(3) In a minimum of a fourth of 
area, depth must be at least nine 
feet deep in Northern Illinois, eight 
feet deep in Central Illinois, and 
seven feet deep in Southern Illinois. 

(4) A reasonable amount of pub- 
lic fishing must be allowed. The 
owner determines the extent of 
fishing he will allow. 

(5) Owner must have desire to 
follow management practices rec- 
ommended by the Division of" Fish- 
eries. 

(6) Fees cannot be. required of 
fishermen. 

(7) Barnyard drainage or pol- 
lution must not be entering the 
water. 

(8) It must be fenced from live- 
stock. 

There must be no severe erosion 
either along the banks or In the 
watershed. 

(10) It must be near an all 
weather road. 

(11) There must be no brush or 
trees in the water.

Another development is the pri- 
vate wire networks of more than a 
half, a million miles in length over 
which the press sends a stream of 
news and pictures. 

Network radio broadcasting pro- 
grams are also sped over telephone 
lines from their points of origin to 
the radio station which broadcasts 
them locally. Television programs 
are brought to your home through 
coaxial cable and microwave radio 
relay networks, 

"We're called the telephone com- 
pany," Hood said, "but really our 
business Is communications — com- 
munications of any kind to meet 
any problem."

Plans Started 
Many Years Ago 

The Antioch changeover to dial 
started several years ago with a 
(group of engineers who decided 
what equipment would be needed 
to handle all calls that would 
both originate and terminate here. 

Next the job went to a group of 
building engineers whose Job it was 
to decide what kind of a building 
this equipment should be housed in. 

Long before ground was broken 
in March, 1000, an order was placed 
with Western Electric Company to 
start building the dial equipment. 

Then, of course, there was the 
contractor who erected the building 
and many sub-contractors who 
supplied such things as electrical 
wiring and plumbipg. 

After the building was dedicated 
last August, Western Electric men 
began installing' the new dial sys- 
tem: 

Most of the Western Electric men 
have moved on to other communi- 
ties to Install more dial equipment 
and the job of testing and maintain- 
ing the equipment has been turned 
over to Illinois Bell under Wire 
Chief Ernie Sydow. 

But, even with dial service be- 
ginning today, Illinois Bell crews 
will continue the never-ending job 
of testing and maintaining the two 
floors of equipment.

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In the early forties, Antioch phone 
users were making 4,100 local calls 
and 880 long distance calls a day 
and Antioch operators were busier, 
than, ever before". -When World War' 
II started an emergency engine was 
installed to maintain power to run 
telephone equipment. By 1944, An- 
tioch had 1,000 telephones and more 
Operators were hired to handle the 
calls. 

Because of more growth, the Anti- 
och business office was moved in 
May, 1940 from 966 Victoria Street 
to the first floor of the old Wilton 
residence at 970 Victoria. 

By August, 1946 thirty-eight oper- 
ators were required to handle the 
number of phone calls placed 
through the nine position switch- 
board. By then, local calls jumped 
to 12,100 a day and long distance 
calls to 2,400. 

In July, 1948, Illinois Bell bought 
land for a new dial office on Lake 
Street. Later on, in September, 
Bell leased the ground floor space 
at 060 Main Street for a new and 
enlarged Antioch business office. 

After the larger Antioch business 
office opened on Feb. 12, 1949, the 
telephone became even more a part 
of life in Antioch. More cable was 
Installed and more telephones were 
put into serviced

By the end of December, 1950, 
there were nearly, 2,000 telephones* 
in Antioch. Of this total, about 200 
were extension phones. 

In 1956 ' Illinois Bell purchased 
another site located at 966 Victoria.' 
Previously this had been leased for 
Antloch's central office. By De- 
cember 17, 1956, the one story build- 
nig addition at '966 Victoria was 
completed. At the end of 1956, 
over 2,000 telephones were in use. 

Illinois Bell, believing in the 
future of Antioch, purchased land 
on the northeast corner of Hillside 
and Lake Streets. This was for the 
company's new dial building,, re- 
cently .completed Sjpd dedicated by 
civic officials. 

In May, 1960 ground was officially 
broken for the new dial office. (The 
office will be completed this sum- 
mer and Antioch will then have one 
of the finest communications ar- 
rangements in the nation.) 

When all Antioch phones are con- 
verted to dial; phone users here will 
be able to dial each other. They 
will also be able to dial over 68 
million other telephones across the 
nation because all phones here will 
be equipped for direct distance 
dialing.

ini»pA-^K your child wlU be 
earning money this summer, here 
are some management pointers from 
a University of Illinois extension 
family life specialist. 

Mrs. Margueritte B. Lynch says 
that, whether the earnings are small 
or large, it's wise to counsel with 
your child about using his money 
before he has . made unwise i pur- 
chases] Likewise, It's best to talk 
things over with him before he's 
made definite plans without your 
guidance. Trying to change his 
mind at the final moment creates 
more unpleasantness than good 
management habits." " ♦ •':'' 

As you. talk with the child, dls 
cover" what he wants; or thlriks he 
needs. Then you can point up other 
choices and lead him to see the 
total picture. Talking over both the 
advantages and the disadvantages of 
each possibility will help him ar- 
rive at a wise decision. 

■Your -guidance - can j help - your 
child learn that money goes further 
with planned spending. To dis- 
courage wasteful spending, it's wise 
to* encourage him- to choose • defi- 
nite goals that he can understand 
and attain. » I 

However, 'Mrs. Lynch points out 
that it's a mistake to let children 
deliberately sacrifice and save for 
a definite goal, such as a bicycle, 
and then forbid them to buy it. 
Such misleading only encourages 
poor habits. 

Mrs. Lynch cautions parents not 
to expect a child to always use his 
money, j wisely. Adults don't either. 
; And, finally, remember that in- 
dividuality shows up in money 
matters too; You can anticipate 
that no. two of your children will 
want to use their money in the same 
way.

SKIVVIES ARE 
BLOCKING TOOLS 

One of the reasons your dial 
telephone system won't work until 
the "zero" hour Sunday is "Skiv- 
vies." 

Skivvies are blocking tools which 
prevent dial apparatus from func- 
tioning. They are wedged between 
contact points to Insulate them. 

The fibre insulators are about the 
length of a thumb nail and the 
width of a match stick. They are 
strung together by twins. 

At a given signal at 2 a.m. Sun- 
day, they'll be yanked out— hence 
the term "pulling the skivvies"— 
and the dial equipment will be 
ready to go to work.

Is a good idea to answer promptly.

"harmonic telegraph" that Bell's 
Imaginative mind leaped beyond 
previous research. 
_ Effects of electromagnetic Induc- 
tion already were known and he 
began to wonder If a current could 
be introduced into a circuit Iby var- 
ious pitches of sound, and If this 
current could vibrate a receiver at 
the other end so sounds could be 
repeated. 

Bell marveled at the ability, of the 
tiny diaphragm called the eardrum 
to move the comparatively big 
bones of the human ear. If it could 
g a t h e r and transmit complex 
sounds, could not a single dia- 
phragm take the. place of all the 
"tuned reeds" he had envisioned 
in his theoretical harmonic trans- 
mitter? 

Then he conceived the final idea: 
The end of a magnetized reed could 
be attached to the center of a small 
diaphragm; as it vibrated to voice 
waves or music, it would generate 
a current that would also vary In 
intensity, just as the air varies in 
intensity when a sound is passing 
through it! 

He had worked out the principle 
of the telephone. 

But he still doubted the inducted 
currents would be strong enough to 
activate a receiver. Moreover, he 
told his friend, Joseph Henry, secre- 
tary of the Smithsonian Institute, 
that he lacked the electrical knowl- 
edge to bring his theory to practi- 
cal conclusions. 

Henry simply replied, Then, get 
it." 

On June 2, 1B75, Bell and his 
friend, Thomas A. Watson, were 
working in a garret at 109 Court St., 
Boston. . Bell at one end of the line 
and Watson at the other iir a dif- 
ferent room, were tuning reeds on 
their harmonic telegraph. 

One of Watson's reeds was 
screwed down so tightly that it 
"froze" to the pole of the electro- 
magnet. Bell at the other end of 
the line heard a sound quite differ- 
ent from the usual whine of the 
vibrating transmitter. He heard 
the distinctive twang of a plucked 
reed, a sound with tones and over- 
tone% coming to him over the wire. 
It soon became apparent that the 
reed, too tight to send an intermit- 
tent current, had acted as a dia- 
phragm and sent an inducted undu- 
lating current over the line — a cur- 
rent that varied in intensity pre- 
cisely as the air was varying in 
intensity with the sound. ' 

The receiving reed pressed 
\gainst Bell's ear had also acted a? 
a diaphragm. And most import- 
ant of all, the inducted current had 
been strong enough to be of use. 

The men went on with their ex- 
periments and on March 10, 1876, 
on the top floor of a boarding house 
at 5 Exeter Place, Boston, Bell and 
Watson prepared to try out their 
idea of a transmitter which used 
liquid to produce variations in cur- 
rent. 

Watson went to the other end of 
> the line and put the receiver to his 
ear. Almost at once he heard Bell's 
voice saying: 

"Mr. Watson, come- here, I want 
you." 

Watson rushed down the hall* 
burst into Bell's room and shouted: 
"Mr. Bell, I heard every word you 
said— distinctly!" 

Bell had spilled some acid over 
his clothes. 
But the accident was forgotten. 
The dream of voice communica- 
tion by wire had become a reality.

After 
long months of planning, the pro- 
gram began officially when ground, 
was broken for the new Antioch 
-dial building in March, I960. 

"The early morning hour was not 
selected as the time of the change- 
over to dial for any dramatic rea- 
son," Chief Operator Irene' Noble 
explained, "but only because that's 
when the fewest number of calls 
normally are going through the ex- 
change. This will keep: interrup- 
tion of service to a minimum. 

"Of course," she added, "if there 
are any emergency calls in progress 
well delay the change until after 
the emergency has passed" 

Operators will still be at work 
'•behind the dial." They'll be 
available to handle calls to infor- 
mation and those out-of-town calls 
which cannot be dialed direct, as 
well as give assistance in emergen- 
cies.. 

. Mrs. Noble said all regular oper- 
ators will continue their employ- 
ment with Illinois Bell except for 
a few who wish to leave the com- 
pany for personal reasons. , 

One and two party telephone 
users can make many of their long 
distance calls to points from New 
York to California by first dialing 
a three-figure "Area Code," then 
the regular number. 

Complete instructions for dialing 
local and out-of-town calls are in- 
cluded in the information pages 
of the new directory, Hood said.

Moat children fuss about going to 
bed at one time, or. another. They 
know when they are hungry, but 
they rarely know when they are 
tired, especially when they are very 
young. '-■• 

Even when they are obviously ex- 
hausted many small children do not 
yet recognize that sleep will make 
them feel better. To them going to 
bed means .being separated from 
the grown-ups and their fun. They 
will call you back, or ask for "an- 
other drink of water" just to keep 
your company,' y : > 

Before your child's bedtime, it's 
a good idea to play quietly with him 
for a time^giving him all your at- 
tention. You might read' to him or 
tell him a favorite story or look 
at a picture book together. 

Let your child have a minute's 
warning, then go with him to his 
room to help him settle down. Most 
of all, let him know that you ex- 
pett him to go to sleep, . 

This is a place where regular pro- 
cedures make clear to him what he 
is to do and give him a pattern to 
follow that makes It easier for him 
to accept. Parents sometimes resent 
doing the same thing night after 
night, but a regular routine at bed* 
time seems to be "a. kind of magic 
which helps a young child move 
from waking to sleeping. The same 
steps followed in more or less the 
same way, reassure htm that every- 
thing is all right and will be the 
same when he wakes up. 

Your child may always want to 
take a special blanket to bed with 
him, or a favorite toy. Many chil- 
dren do, These objects help a child 
to give up his wish to stay with the 
rest of tiie family and especially 
with his mommy and daddy. It is 
as if he were taking something with 
him in their place, to stay with him 
and comfort him. In time, he*ll 
learn to go to sleep without these 
objects. 

Never use going to bed as a pun- 
ishment This makes it something 
he surely doesn't like. If you un- 
derstand that going to bed isn't al- 
ways easy for small children, you 
will be better able to help your 
little one accept that this is a 

"must"

The one-year-old usually has 
about two or three words which he 
clearly associates with a person or 
object. At 18 months, this increases 
to approximately 10 or 20 words. 
By his second birthday, the child 
usually achieves the 100- word mark 
and by his third birthday, a few 
hundred words. 

Up until 18 months, one word 
implies a whole sentence or an en- 
tire situation. Bottle, which will 
probably come out as "babble" until 
the child can master the "t" sound, 
may mean, "I'm hungry," or "I'm 
not through with my milk, give it 
back." Although "bow wow" re- 
fers to the dog, it may also mean, 
"where is he7" or "I love him," or 
"there he is," or any other thought 
about the pet. 

At two years, the child puts words 
together. He may say, "Bobby go' 
or "me go." It is in his third and 
fourth year that the child gradu- 
ates to siimple four and five-word 
sentences. 

Mastery of sound, like all other 
aspects of language development, is 
up to the individual child. Gener- 
ally, however, parents can expect 
their child to pronounce the letter, s 
p, b, m, w and h at three and one- 
half years. A year later, he will 
work with d, t, n, g, ing and y. 
At five and one-half he should mas- 
ter the difficult f and v, and at six 
and one-half to seven and one-half, 
b, sh, z, th, 1 and r. 

The timetable for the mastery of 
sounds is not a rigid one. Many 
factors are involved. For example: 
_L. A child who is vigorous and ener-

children with toys and books; offer 
a richer learning environment ,1 

Gir ls tend to learn i faster than 
boys. ' Playing with dolls and play- 
ing house promotes more speech 
than do boys' games where imitat- 
ing mechanical sounds take prece- 
dence, j •.;.■', 

Well-adjusted 'parents . tend . (to 
have well-adjusted children. They 
take time to answer a child's ques- 
tions, look through picture 'books 
with him and read, bedtime stories 
to him. 

An overanxious parent .may ac- 
tually impede a child's normal. pro- 
cess of speech learning. Talking to 
a child is beneficial but the parent 
should let the child absorb words 
at his own pace. If the child mis- 
pronounce, s a word, the parents 
should softly repeat the word cor- 
rectly, after him! When the child 
is ready to work, with: the hew 
sound, he will be happy to accept 
the correction.
